Frankfort Ky., April 21.— State 
luaurance Commlaalouer Henry 
B. Prcwltt to day mailed to each of 
(ho several hundred agenta of life 
insurance companies doing busl- 
ii. — In the situ,, a Hat of quuatlona 
to be answered under oath regard- 
ing violations of the anti-rebate 
laws of Kentucky, upon the 
answers to which depend whether 
their license to act as auch agents 
' shall tat suspended or revoked. 
This action of tbe Commissioner 
la the beginning of a vigorous 
campslgn against the practice of 
rebating which he announced he 
would enter upon when heaaaumed 
Office i lie first of the present year. 
The questions put to tho agents go 
back to January 4 last, and the 
answer* to them must be made on 
or before May 15 next, under 
I" naii \ of suspension of the license 
of the agent, and further steps 
against the company which he 
represents.
